‘The Pro-Peace propaganda activities of the Spanish Commmnist Party In Uruguay 
have been intensified with the return to Montevideo of Rafael Alberti and Jose 
Bergamin, the two Spanish Communist delegates who attended the Weraaw Pro-~Peace 
Conference in 1950, Both of these individuals have been utilized by the Spanish 
Communists in the presentation of speeches which attacked the government of the 
United States. 


2, During recent months, the {panish Communists have continued to cooperate very 
closely with the Uruguayan Conmmist Party (FOU), particularly through financial 
assistance to PCU causes, The importance of the Spanish Communist Party econtri- 
bution to the Commmist effort in Uruguay is evidenced by the fact that, although 
the Spanish Communist grouy: constitutes a small minority of the over-all Commu 
nist membership in Uruguay, two of the four delegates to the Warsew Conference 
were from the Spanish Commnist group.*
